Thursday saw the passing of one 
of Jacksonville’s oldest and most re­ 
spected colored citizens, 
Mrs. 
Al­ 
cinda Bryant, who passed away at 
the age of 93 years at her home 
on 
South Clay avenue. 
She had been a 
resident of this city since shortly af­ 
ter the Civil W a r and was well and 
favorably known to a host of people 
in this vicinity. 
Mrs Bryant was born in the state 
of Virginia in the year 1824, her 
parents being held in the bonds of 
slavery by prominent and rich white 
people of that section of the country. 
When still a very small girl she was 
brought west to Paris, Mo., by slave 
traders who expected to sell her into 
the south. 
W hen the town of Paris 
was reached these traders threw the 
girl into jail until they could 
a r ­ 
range to dispose of her and while she 
was thus confined a white man n a m ­ 
ed Delaney happened along and see­ 
ing the little colored girl agreed to 
buy her. 
Her purchaser proved In 
after years to be one of the kindest 
and most considerate of masters. He 
took her to Hannibal, where he lived 
and this was her home for many 
years, until a fte r the close of the 
Civil war. 
A Help D u rin g War Times 
During the w a r and for years be­ 
fore, Alcinda Delaney as she was 
known, aided with the housework, 
taking care of the children of Will­ 
iam Delaney a n d the cooking for the 
family. 
It is said that during the te r­ 
rible days of the civil strife, when 
money was so scarce and hard to 
get, that Alcinda 
carried 
several 
hundred dollars belonging 
to 
her 
master in a belt around her waist un­ 
der her dress. 
Many times the 
De­ 
laney home was raided but the sol­ 
diers never th ought of searching the 
colored women for money. 
At the close of the war Alcinda 
married Herod Bryant and they left 
the Delaney homestead at Hannibal, 
which had been her happy home for 
so many years and came to New Ber­ 
lin, III. 
They also lived a short time 
near Alexander before finally locat­ 
ing in Jacksonville. 
At 
that 
time 
Jacksonville w’as a very small com­ 
munity and with money furnished by 
Mr. Delaney a little lot was purolies- 
ed at what is now' 483 South Clay 
Avenue. 
On this spot a little 
one 
room cabin was built on the hanks 
of the brook and the Bryant family 
home was established. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryant had several children but only 
one daughter, Mrs. Nellie Robertson 
of Chicago survives. 
Former Muster Rebuilt Home 
After a n u m b e r of years Delany 
who had prospered in the tobacco 
business in Hannibal came to this 
city to see his former slavp and see­ 
ing the little cabin on the hanks of 
the brook and noticing that it was in 
need of repairs, ordered a mason to 
build a suitable foundation for the 
house and had carpenters add a n o th ­ 
er room to it. 
Delaney also paid for 
the paving assessment and paid for 
laying the walk in front of the resi­ 
dence. 
He was always aiding Mrs, 
Bryant in som e way, and almost ev­ 
ery month sent her a check to cover 
her living expenses. 
Every Christ­ 
mas and Thanksgiving time Mrs. Bry­ 
ant would look for a check from Mr. 
Delaney and seldom was she disap­ 
pointed. 
It Is rightly 
stated 
that 
there were few slave owners of the 
William Delaney type. 
During lat­ 
er yearc her son-in-law William Rob­ 
inson who lived at the Bryant home 
helped her a great deal and always 
saw' to it t h a t she did not lack for 
comforts. 
Aided on Establishing Church 
During the life of Mrs. Bryant her 
home was always looke ! upon by up­ 
right colored people as a place wher 
they could get shelter or a meal or 
any of the little comforts 
of 
life 
which Mrs, Bryant had to offer. 
The 
latch string at her home was always 
on the outside. 
For many years be­ 
fore there was a church established 
in this city for colored people pray­ 
er meetings and 
church 
services 
were held at the Bryant home. 
Her 
house and pocket book were always 
open to tile needy. 
When Rev. E. 
M. Harlls t a m e to this city a n u m ­ 
ber of years ago, lie went to see Mrs. 
Bryant in reg ard to establishing a 
place of worship for the colored peo­ 
ple in Jacksonville. 
Mrs. 
Bryant, 
with whom he had been acquainted 
for a n um ber of years, told him at 
that time th a t if he wanted to start 
a church hero that he would have to 
stay here an d attend to it and see 
that it was maintained. 
Rev H ards 
established Hie 
Second 
Christian 
Church in this city and 
made 
his 
home at the Bryant residence for 
many years an d was treated as one 
of the family. 
Several years ago Mrs Bryant suf­ 
fered a full In which 
three 
libs 
were broken, this injury together 
with old ag** superinduced a stroke 
of apoplexy from which she never re­ 
covered. 
Altho the last few years 
of lier life was spent in an invalid 
condition aho was always cheerful 
and complained as little as possible 
I of lier sufferings. 
She 
was 
well 
thought of and respected both by tho 
colored people whom 
che 
always 
I sought to aid and also by her white 
I friends.

K irsch of Corpus Christi, Tex., ch air­ 
man of the Agricultural Commission 
of th e association. 
“ This campaign for Increased food, 
feed and livestock production, w hich 
we have 
been 
advocating for five 
years, has become a vital factor in 
the successful conduct of the great 
enterprise of war upon which this 
nation is launched,” said C hairm an 
Kirsch. 
“Agricultural preparedness 
is ju st as necessary as military prep­ 
aration. 
W e are endeavoring to ap­ 
ply efficiency methods to th e busi­ 
ness of farm ing— the greatest busi­ 
ness of th e country. 
The purpose of 
the bankers is to increase o u r agri­ 
cultural prosperity and at the sam e 
tim e m ake the 
banking 
business 
more profitable and infinitely safer 
by lending 
direction and financial 
assistance to the 
sound 
farm ing 
projects advocated by those efficiency 
experts, th e field forces of the U nit­ 
ed States department of agriculture 
and the state colleges of agriculture.

“ D uring the past twelve m onths

State Food Adm inistrator 
Wheeler 
Shows in Prelim inary Report That 
Transient Io*bor bas Entirely Dis­ 
appeared From the Farm . 


PSYCHOLOGY OF PACIFIST 
ROOSEVELT S THEME 


Chicago, Sept. 28.— F a rm labor in 
the corn belt sections of the west is 
developing into a “ w ar baby,” ac­ 
cording to a prelim inary survey of 
the farm labor situ atio n in Illinois 
by Harry A. W heeler, State Food 
Administrator. 
As high as 15 cents 
a bushel is being asked for husking 
in certain sections, while less than 
7 cents a bushel is rarely mention­ 
ed in reports from local food admin­ 
istrators in every county and about 
95% of the tow nships of the state. 
A day’s work in the corn field is 
usually 50 bushels, and crack husk­ 
ers often do 90 to IOO bushels and 
even more it is pointed out. 
Expert 
huskers 
should 
th erefo re 
make 
around $15 a day in certain sec­ 
tions in Illinois, indicating the farm 
labor situation th a t w ar has been de­ 
veloping for three years, and that 
the call for the N ational army has 
suddenly intensified. 
Transient labor has completely dis­ 
appeared from the farm , Mr. Wheel­ 
e r ’s report shows, the mines, the 
factories and the arm ies soaking up 
this surplus that once helped harvest 
the oats, wheat, hay and corn crops 
of the state. 
R etired farm ers, boys 
from the towns and cities and old 
men have been taking up the slack 
the past summer. W ith this patriotic 
aid, most local food adm inistrators 
claim that there will be no serious 
farm labor shortage this year. Next 
spring, they admit, the situation will 
be more serious.

Has Live I Sixty Years in Vicinity of

Has Held Various O ffices of Trust 
in County. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 2 8— Tile 
pyschology of the pacifist was the 
principal theme in Colonel Roose­ 
velt's speech before the Labor Loyal­ 
ty League here tonight. 
In his an­ 
alysis of the conscientious objector 
he asserted that they ranged from 
the “ parlor pacifist, who represents 
the rotting out of the virile virtues 
of the people” to the “ rough-peck 
type, who is perfectly willing to"fight 
but only 
for himself,” and 
the 
‘‘traitorous pro-German.” 
These extreme types, the Colonel 
declared, go hand in hand, “either 
actuated by a lazy desire to avoid 
performance of national obligations, 
sheer physical timidity, or in the ser­ 
vice of the German 
m ilitary ma­ 
chine.” 
Must Discriminate Sharply. 
“T here remains,” the Colonel con­ 
tinued, “ the conscientious objector 
who really does conscientiously ob­ 
ject to w ar and who is sincere about 
it. 
As regards these men we must 
discriminate sharply between those 
who p u t righteousness above peace 
and 
those who 
put peace above 
righteousness and thereby serve the 
devil. 
“The first attitude Is that of great 
num bers of t^e society of Friends 
and th e Quakers, 
but the peace 
people of the directly opposite type, 
include the men who object to all 
participation in any war, however 
brutal the opponents 
and however 
vital trium ph 
may be to us and 
m ankind.” 
The colonel concluded his address 
by praising the work of the military 
training camps and m aking a plea 
for universal obligatory service and 
declared “ we should insist on the 
Democratic spirit and square deal,” 
and m ake offhVrs “ out of the best 
fitted of these young men without 
regard to whether 
they or their 
fathers have money or do not have 
money.”

He said th a t not only has the can­ 
ning cam paign for the conservation 
of home food supplies been attacked 
by agents of the German government 
spreading reports 
that these sup­ 
plies would be confiscated, but the 
food a d m in istrator buttons are being 
used by em ployes and sympathizers 
with G erm any’s cause to gain e n ­ 
trance to hom es in order that antag­ 
onism against the government may 
be aroused and food saving discred­ 
ited. 
In 
issuing 
this 
warning, 
Mr. 
W heeler calls upon every local and 
district food 
administrator 
in his 
state, as well as patriotic Americans 
in every home, to report and help 
run down all such seditious work. By 
each and every person being on the 
lookout for such mouth to ear prop­ 
aganda, it can be quickly stamped 
out and the guilty dealt with as ene­ 
mies of the country, it is pointed out. 
Already from two different sections 
of the U nited States have come re­ 
ports of this campaign against the 
food adm inistration In order to m ake 
serious participation of America in 
the war impossible.
